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Will Senate President Take 
Dragon-Slaver Role?

Senate President Kevin Harrington makes no bones about 
the fact he considers his fellow Democrat, Michael S. 
Dukakis, a dismal failure as governor — but unanswered is 
the question whether the towering Salem lawmaker will 
assume the dragon-slayer role and challenge the incumbent 
in the party primary next year. 

There is no question but that Harrington is teetering on the 
brink of a jump into the contest, and is marking time until he 
learns the results of a poll commissioned by him to assess his 
prospects. He wants to know what the average citizen thinks 
of Mike Dukakis, how he would fare in any head-to-head con¬ 
test with the governor, and the results from a Dukakis- 
Harrington-Ed King match-up. 

Ed King, of course, is former Massport boss Edward J. 
King, a reversible-coat Democrat who considered running as 
a Republican, and not to be confused with Edward F. King, a 
ranking GOP conservative, who is seeking the Republican 
gubernatorial nomination. 

As for Kevin Harrington, in any case, he will be a reluctant 
dragon if he enters the lists against Dukakis. While he differs 
philosophically and politically from the governor. Harrington 
initially had no desire himself to be a candidate. 

A realist and pragmatist from the word go, Harrington is 
aware that a leap from the legislative leadership to the top 
elective office in the state is something that has not been ac¬ 
complished in modern times. Too well, he is aware of the 
poor image the Legislature has with the rank and file — but, 
above any personal considerations, the Senate president is so 
disenchanted with the Dukakis Administration that he’ll 
follow almost any route that might unseat Dukakis.

Prior to commissioning the poll to evaluate his chances, 
Kevin Harrington urged his cousin, U.S. Rep. Michael 
Harrington, to run — even offering to conduct a poll to deter¬ 
mine Mike’s prospects. The answer was “no.” Similarly, 
Boston Mayor Kevin H. White and Secretary of State Paul 
Guzzi came in with rejections. 

That seemed to leave it up to Kevin Harrington himself, 
but before entering the race formally, he wants to determine 
whether his perception of the issues and of Dukakis are 
matched by those of the electorate. If the poll indicates 
Harrington has a chance, any chance at all, against Dukakis, 
he’ll take the plunge and contest Dukakis in the Democratic 
primary in 1978. 

As regards the aforementioned, already announced 
Democratic challenger, Edward J. King. Harrington would 
sit down with him to determine which would mount the 
challenge. In that situation, logic compells that Harrington 
would be the choice as much of the support already leaning to 
King would be the Senate president’s if he entered the race. 
Logic also dictates that Harrington would be the im¬ 
measurably stronger challenger. 

The brightest hope for Harrington or any other Dukakis 
challenger is that he will be a viable alternative for those who 
cannot stomach Mike Dukakis. Dukakis is vulnerable to the 
proper opponent in a party primary, mainly because he is 
anathema to several elements of his own party who have 
become thoroughly disenchanted with him. This includes 
even the liberal wing, the group in which he once was a 
legislative leader and spokesman. 

Senate President Harrington's decision is expected shortly 


after the first of the year when the poll results have been 
tabulated and evaluated in excruciating detail. Harrington 
won't be looking for impressive voter recognition of his name 
as much as he will signs of a “no nonfidence” vote on the 
Dukakis Administration. 

Dukakis meanwhile pursues his own path, seemingly un¬ 
concerned with the idea of any challenge either in his 
primary or the final election. He projects the utmost con¬ 
fidence he will be re-elected, and feels the public thinks his 
Administration has turned the corner. 

One of the chief executive’s major assets is his personal in¬ 
tegrity. an integrity that thus far remains intact despite the 
widening scandal in the state’s vocational education probe 
and other allegations of high-level wrong-doing in the award 
of computer contracts. Recently revealed poll results in¬ 
dicate that Dukakis rates high as regards “honesty,” an im¬ 
portant and not-to-be-overlooked element in Massachusetts 
politics. 

If the Senate president does take the plunge, he’ll be bring 
ing proven leadership capabilities and a tremendous backlog 
of achievement in a wide variety of programs into the race 
with him. He'll be able to argue convincingly that it was 
legislative initiative more than gubernatorial input that has 
been responsible for many of the “achievements” about 
which the Dukakis Administration might boast. 

If he does run. though, “Goliath” Harrington knows he'll 
start as an underdog to “David” Dukakis.

Sif@gf Officer Calls for Winter Car Care 


Motorists who stall this time of year cause increasing con¬ 
cern for safety officer Sgt. Stan Chmielewski and city street 
officials responsible for keeping traffic moving during severe 
winter weather. 

Stalled vehicles choke off vital community services and 
Sgt. Chmielewski contends that future winter tie-ups can be 
avoided by a little advance preparation now. 

“Motorists who drive cars that stall in today’s weather are 
sure to stall later when snow and colder temperatures set in. 
That means that drivers who ‘stall off’ needed vehicle 
maintenance now are apt to wind up waiting in line at a ser¬ 
vice station on the first bad winter day — assuming they're 
lucky enough to get that far!” 

Getting a car ready for winter’s worst isn’t difficult, accor¬ 
ding to the safety officer. Basic suggestions and tips, en¬ 
dorsed by the International Association of Chiefs of Police, 
have been recommended by the National Safety Council’s 
Committee on Winter Driving Hazards. 

GET A COMPLETE TUNE-UP FOR YOUR CAR. This is 


important, not just to get going on cold mornings, but to pre¬ 
vent erratic engine behavior that could cause skidding on 
winter-slick roads. 

In addition to timing and plugs, have the mechanic check 
your battery, the entire electrical and heater-defroster sys¬ 
tems. Anti-freeze and windshield washer fluid must offer 
adequate protection for the coldest temperatures you'll en¬ 
counter. 

HAVE BRAKES CHECKED. Unequal braking on slippery 
surfaces is almost sure to cause dangerous skidding. 

HAVE EXHAUST SYSTEM CHECKED. Even a small leak 
can result in deadly carbon monoxide build-up in the driver's 
compartment. 

REPLACE WORN WINDSHIELD WIPER BLADES. 
Wipers crack and go dead during summer heat. If wipers 
streak in rain, the problem will be magnified when they must 
move snow or sleet from a cold windshield. 

CHECK ALL VEHICLE LIGHTS - KEEP LENSES 
CLEAN. Reduced visibility and increased stopping distance 


in winter make good lighting critical. 

CHECK YOUR TIRES. Worn treads significantly reduce 
stopping and starting traction on slippery pavements. But 
remember, regardless of the type of special treads you might 
use on your car, reinforced tire chains are by far your best 
traction aids for starting, going and stopping under severe 
winter conditions. 

CARRY EMERGENCY EQUIPMENT IN YOUR TRUNK. 
Safety geat should include: booster cables; reinforced tire 
chains in good repair; sand, rock salt and a traction mat; a 
shovel; safety flares or reflectors; a tow chain, cable or 
strap; extra windshield-washer solvent; a window scraper 
and paper towels: heavy gloves and extra winter clothing. 

Do these suggestions work? “We’re winterizing our 
department's vehicles using these same guidelines right 
now,” Sgt. Chmielewski concluded. 

“You won't see many stalled police vehicles — not if 
there's anything we can do now to avoid the problem!

FRYING ITAUAN-STYLE 

It’s easy to prepare golden 
brown and crusty fried foods 
Italian-style. Here are a few 
simple tips: Use fine dry 
bread crumbs, progresso has 
bread crumbs which give you 
a "built-in" taste of Italy, 
with Romano cheese, 
spices, onion and garlic. 

If you are going to bread 
chicken, fish, croquettes or 
vegetables like mushrooms 
or cauliflower, blot dry if 
needed. Dust with seasoned 
flour, shaking off any un¬ 
necessary flour. 

Have ready a small bowl 
with a slightly beaten egg 


mixed with a tablespoon 
milk. Dip floured food in the 
egg wash, letting any ex¬ 
cess drip back into bowl. 

Next coat the pieces of 
food with crumbs, either by 
shaking them in a small 
plastic or paper bag with 
the bread crumbs, or turn¬ 
ing them in a bowl of 
crumbs. Handle food as 
delicately as possible to 
keep breading from loosen¬ 
ing. Lower into hot fat, 
deep or shallow, a few 
pieces at a time. 

Temperature of the fat de¬ 
pends on what you are fry¬ 
ing, although 375°F. is 
about right for most foods. 
If you haven't a thermom¬ 
eter, drop a one-inch cube 
of bread into the fat and 
count slowly to 60; if it has 
browned nicely, the temper¬ 
ature is suitable for most 
foods.
